Ge^rge-JW. Vanderbilt, ci' -\rcv.- Ycrk, 


died i:i Washington. He subrjittod to 
an operation for appendicitis several 
days ago. His v/ife aad one daughter, 
Miss Cornelia, survive"aim. 


George Washington Vanderbilt, mul 


ti-millionaire, philanthropist, art col- 
lector and owner of. Biltmore, the 
largest country estate in America, was 
born at New Dorp, Staten Island, New 
York, Nov. 14, 1862. He was the third 
son 
of William Henry and Maria 


Louise (Klssam) and the brother of 
William K. Vanderbilt and Frederick 
William Vanderbilt, and the uncle of 
the Duchess of Marlborough. 


Mr. Vanderbilt's tastes were entire 


ly different from his brothers. 
He 


cared nct!ir~~ T:r any kind of sport, 
but w?.:: literary and artistic to a de 
gree. From 1888 to 1898 he spent the 
greater part of his time in traveling 
in Japan, India and nearly every por 
tion of the civilized globe. 


About 1892 Mr. Vanderbilt purchas- 


ed 30,000 acres of land la western 
North Carolina, near 
Asheville, to 


which he subsequently added until he 
possessed 100,000 acres, 
which 
he 


named Biltmore. Much o£ the ground 
was bought for less than $50 an acre, 
and $200,000 was spent in mapping 
and laying out the grounds, through 
which two rivers flow. The beautiful 
Swananca cuts off cue corner, while 
the French Broad traverses the estate 
for ton "miles. In one direction Mr. 
Vanderbilt's ownership extended for 
twenty miles.

spoon of lemon Julco, the grated rind 
of an orange; cover and let stand an 
hour. Strain and add tho white of an 
egg well beaten and 
confectioners 
sugar to spread well when put on to 
the cake. 
Pineapple Lsmonadt.—^Make a sirup 
by boiling two cupfuls of water and a 
cap of sugar ten minutes, luld the 
Juice of three lemons and a can of 
grated pineapple. Cool, strain and di­ 
lute with a quart of cold water. 
Brsaded Lamb Chops.—^Tbls Is a 
most delicious dish for company, and 
one which a busy housewife who does 
all ber own work may do for com­ 
pany. Cook the chops until well done. ‘ 
Season well and put away 
to cool. 
Make a rich white sauce, using four 
tablespoonfuls of flour and two of but­ 
ter with a cup of thin cream. 
Melt 
tbe butter, stir in tbe flour and, when 
smooth, add tbe cream, salt and a 
dash of pepper. 
Cool and stir In a 
half cup of finely chopped cold boiled 
ham.

talk was that the angrier a man gets 
the sweeter he really is. 


According to Professor Cameron, 


when a man gets really angry and 
wants to kick things around, his,stom- 
ach and intestines go on strike with 
his temper. There is a cessation of 
the flow of gastric juice and at once 
begins an increased flow of the secre- 
tions of the adrenal gland. 


At the s.'ime time the blood becomes 


thicker and begins to clot, and the 
amount of sugar in the system is 
thereby increased by the general com- 
plication. 
This is beneficial to tbe 


man who has let his temper get the 
better of him, and the angrier he gets 
the better it is. 
When he gets over 


the spell he is in better physical shape 
than before the niitagonistic mood 
came on.
